Loudon, Feb. 12.— Edward Ken- 
dall, tlx* American tuoatrical man 
tger.was accident, lly poisoned vestcr- 
uuy froin an overdose of chloral. 

London, l''eb. 18 — (i a. m. — Berlin 
dispatches say Emperor William is 
indisposed. It is denied that Gener- 
al Von WLoltke's illuesa is serious. 

London, Fob. 18. — At the opening 
Of to-day's session of tho House of 
Commons, Dr.. lveuealy.tlie new mem- 
bar from Stoke-on-Trent, entered 
alo'no. Tho Speaker requested Mm to 
withdraw, because for two huudrad 
years it has been the custom for a 
new member to have two introduc- 
tory 

John Bright and TVhalley than of- 
fored to aocoraptmy Kenealy in that 
capacity, but on motion of Disraeli the 
custom was dispensed with in this 
case. 

The House thou proceeded to con- 
sider tho election of John ^litcuel to 
Parliament from Tipparary. Disraeli 
moved a resolve, of which he gave no- 
tice last Monday, declaring .Mitcliel 
ineligible, because ho was a co uvicted 

f.iou. : 

O'Shaughnessy, member for Limer- 
ick, move 1 thai debate to postponed, in 
order to give Mitcbel's friouds time to 
consider tho peculiar circumstances, 
and determine what courso to pur- 
sue. 

Sir Richard Bagley, Attorney-Gen- 
aral, confessed that he had not had 
■ufBcieut time to consider all tho legal 
aspects of the cpiestiou.but urcad that 
Mitchol was liable to arrest aud was 
disqualified to hold a seat. 

V«ruon Harcourt said the doubts 
expressed by tho Attorney-General 
showed that delay in the mnttor was 
desLra'de; that a mistake wo;ild ontail 
gVavo consequences, 

Morton Ives, H>mo Rule mombor, 
declared himself responsible for Mit- 
chel's escape, ho hating been consult- 
ed with regard to its legality. 

The Marquis of Hartiuyton thought 
after the admission of the Attorney- 
General that it would bo more digni- 
fied to rotor the question to a select 
committee. 

Disraeli ridiculed roforonco of the 
question to a oommittco, and said the 
House must decide promptly, and not 
show such ignorance of its privileges 
as to allow a convicted felon to sit 
within the House. Tho motion to re- 
fer tho .subject to a committee wan ne- 
gatived, aud Disraeli's resolve adopt- 
ed without division. 

Gladstone and tho loading Liberals 
•voted with the Homo Rulers in favor 
of postponing discussion. 

It is stated that in consequence of 
Mit.jho!'a- disqualification, his son, 
formerly a captain in the Confederate 
sorvico, will be presented as a candi- 
date for Parliament in Tipporary. 
Should In prove disqualified, Kiek- 
haiu, th» released Fenian, will be in- 
vitod to stand for the county. Mitchol 
ii reported to bo seriously ill, in con- 
sequent of tho excitement over the 
electipn. 

Stockholm, Feb. 10. — A match fac- 
tory in Guttoubtirg crowdod with 
work-pooplo took lire to-day. The 
flames spread with such rapidity that 
the employees in tho upper story were 
cut off from escape, aud many perish- 
sd in the llames or we're killed by 
jumping from the wiudows. Fifty-one 
lives are ro ported lost. 

London, .Feb. 17. - Advices from 
Madras, British India, announce the 
failuro of tho firm of Maxwell <k Co., 
ono of tho largest firms in that city. 
Liabili'fcjos £186,000. 

LoNnOtf, Feb. 1<S, — An onoyeilcal 
lotter from tho Pope to the Russian 
Bishops is published. It denounces 
ecclesiastical laws and excommuni- 
cates members of tho clergy who ac- 
cept benefits from the State. '

Victoria. 
Of far more importance to the pub- 
V'c generally than the result of the 
elections, which hare just tor-mi neted, 
is the highly satisfactory state of tho 
public finances as disclosed by tho 
statement published in the "Gazette" 
the 12th inst. Last year's revenues 
has exceeded the Treasurer's expecta- 
tion* to tho oxtent of £840,000; The 
total receipts amounted to £3,514,315, 
bsiug X 183,400 in excess of the ro- 



Tonue of 1873. From tho public lands 
alone £1,426,107 was obtained, and on 
December tho 31st the balances at 
credit of the various public accounts 
amounted to £2,036,488. With a 
plethoric treasury, commercial pros- 
perity, aud full emyloymeut at high 
wages for all olassos of artisans and 
laborers, the futuro looks bright. To 
tho working classes especially this 
colony at present offers inducements 
s econd to no part of tho British do- 
minions. 

Railway extension North, and 
"West, is progressing at a satisfactoy 
rate. It would be still moro rapid if 
labor were more plentiful. 

Sooth Australia. —-It has been 
known that iron oro of a high percen- 
tage existed in various parts of the 
colony in untold quantities, but until 
lately no steps were taken to turn the 
mineral iuto marketable commodity. A 
few months ago a small company was 
formad, and they bought a 
block of land near Victor harbor, which 
abounded with rich oro. Furnaces 
were erected, aud the necessary appli- 
ances obtained, and not long ago a 
quantity of excellent pig iron waB 
manufactured. It realized as much 
as £8 15s. per ton, and hopes were en- 
tertained that the industry would soon 
bo lifted into a profitable position; 
but, unfortunately, something went 
wrong with the furnaces, the money 
was all spent, and they have come to a 
stand-still.

Tiie Speech. 

Of nil the State papnra over presonted 
to the public, tho Speech with which ti e 
Lagialut lire wub opened yesterday excol> 
in emptiness. One might havo presumed 
that the Premier's eight months' misiiou, 
with all its vfonderful results, ought to 
have r«ndored the opening ceremony yes- 
terday by fur the most interesting uud 
eventful of tho first Parliament of the 
Pacific Province. Instead of thai, how- 
ever, it was, without exception, tho dull- 
est, emptiest, deadest ceremony ever 
•uucted in tho country. As for the pro- 
digious terms resulting from Lord Car- 
narvon's arbitration, about which the 
organs have had so much to Bay, it now 
turns out tliut they have uo existence, 
'lhay were a tii«re mirage. Indeed, wo 
are cooly tohl that there never was an 
arbitration at all, — that Lord Carnarvon 
only "made certain recommendations to 
the Dominion Government, which re- 
comLneii'lattons have bseu agreed to and 
acoepUd." How kuows ho that? Is it 
quite certain that anything whatever huh 
basudone? Even tnis miserable result 
in involved in doubt, inasmuch as the 
Government have nothing to show for it. 
Truo, wo are told that despatehuj con- 
taining tho results of what has been dono 
are expected. But if no'.hiuf. r has been 
dono liow can thero ho any result ? And 
if there aro no rtsults tho absence of 
despatches is at ones accounted for. 
"What a come down. What a lizzie. The 
bubble has, indeed, hursted. No wonder 
the Premier wrs reluctant to return. No 
wonder Ministers were loath to meet 
Parliament. 

Dominion Maii Summary. 

Ottawa, Feb. 12— The Premier held a 
cancus of his supporters to day to nsccr 
tain their viaws with regard to the policy 
of the Government on tin question of the 
Northwest amnesty. The meeting was 
attended by nearly the whole of tho 
Ministerial members of the Houae of 
Commons. A resolution was adopted 
mem. con. endorsing the Government 
resolution.

024 85; Excise, $448 48V! 00; Post Office, 
$94,856.48; Pnblio Work* including rail-

There is a rumor, says the Mail, that 
the Government intend to push on the 
Pacitio Bailroad in the direction of Bute 
Inlot as »oon as possible. They ar» 
bound as soon as the surveys iu British 
Columbia are completed to spend at least 
two million dollars a year on the road in 
that Province, and to complete the lino 
from Lake Superior toEsquimalt in 1890. 

At St. Albau's Church yesterday, Bed- 
ford Jones denounced the Ottawa press 
as scurrilous, and friendly neither to 
himself nor ttie Church 

It ii reported the Maine delegation 
appointed to examine into prohibitory 
system in vogue iu the State of Maine 
have prepared their report, which will 
shortly be laid before the House. The 
report is expected to favor the introduc- 
tion of a similar law into the Dominion. 

Montreal, Fob. 11— It is stated here 
that Archbishop Taschereau has signified 
his approval of tho action of the Govern- 
ment with regard to Kiel. 

Tho Earl of Dunraven arrived from 
Quebec this morning. 

Halifax, N.S., Fob. 11. — Late reports 
from P. E. Island states that tlis whole 
Islan I is now an immense snow bank; all 
kinds of work is i»t a stand still, and 
trade is uncommonly dull. Farmers iu 
some parts find it impossible to get fire- 
wood, and have been compelled to burn 
their fencing, and in Homecases cutdown 
their orchards for fuel. 

It is said that the promised Supremo 
Court bill does not contemplate an in- 
crease in the number of Judges, but pro- 
vides that the existing Judges of tho Su- 
premo Courts of tho Provinces shtll 
constitute the Supreme Court of Appeal. 

Rjv. J. B. Good, of tho Mission of St. 
Paul's Lytton, British Columbia, on 
Tuesday evening last, delivered a lecture 
in tho Town Hall, Drookvillo, on the 
missions of the Pacific Province. 



Parliam salary Summary 

HOUSE OF COMMONS. 

Ottawa, Feb. 11 — Mr. Irving in- 
troduced a Bill intituled nn Act to re- 
peal the Act to amend tho Criminal 
Law feinting to violent threats and 
molestation. 

In reply to Mr. Irving, Mr. D. A. 
Muedoiiuld Bnid it was tho intention ot 
the Govern liiont to eBtablish a free 
delivery of letters, &c.,in tho oitios of 
the Dominion 

Mr, Muhsou complained of the Han- 
sand reports. 

Hon. Mr. Mackenzie said the- mat- 
ter would bo nttended to by tho Com- 
mittee or privately. 

Mr. Boss (Middlesex) said it would 
to a certain extent destroy tho design 
of the Hansard reports if tho House 
allowed speeches to be revised by 
members who maJo them. The Han- 
Bard reporters wore responsible to this 
House lor a fair and faithful report of 
tho speeches made so far as the oxi- 
goncios of spaco would allow. 

Tho foregoing preliminary business 
having been disposod of, tho Hon. 
Mr. Mackenzie dolivorod a most able and 
exhaustive speooh on the amnesty ques- 
tion, in the eonrso of which he quoted 
copiously from the evidence showing the 
extraordiuury manner iu which the late 
Government had acted towards tho per- 
sons implicated iu the Scott murder. 

Mr. Mackenzie Bowell rose to follow 
the. First Minister. His speech vtui 
mainly devoted to proving that no 
amuosty had boon piomised and that 
Riol should bo brought to jm- 
tico. Ho did not, howover, propose any 
amend meiit. 

Sir John A. Macdonald followed ia a 
speech of fully thrco hours' length, in 
the oourso of which ho doniaa any pro- 
raise of an amnesty having been granted, 
tlofonded tho payment of the money to 
Beil, »ud taunted tho Govornmout with 



die lenity of the etrnteiico they propoted 
to administer to Riel and his comrades. 
Ho finally announced his determination 
to oppose tho resolution on tho ground 
that tho question was an administrative 
one, and should be dealt with by the Min- 
istry ou their owu responsibility, without 
reference to Parliament! Uo concluded 
at half past one o'clock; and, seeing Mr. 
151 ike rwe, the Opposition called for an 
idjournmont, but tho debate proceeded, 
and Mr. Bluke in a most telling speech 
demolished in detail Sir Johu Macdon- 
ald's arguments, and proved the truth of 
the several allegations embodied iu the 
resolution. 

Mr. Mills— Monday next— Resolution 
that the present mode of constituting the 
Senate is inconsistent with the Fodoral 
principle in our systnm of Govornmenl 
makes tho Sennto alike independent of 
tho people and tho Crown, aud that our 
constitution ought to bo so amended as 
to colder upon cacti Provinoe tho power 
of selecting its own Senators, and to do- 
iino tho mode of their seledtions.

I am informed by that Minister that »t-\ 
* ter carefnl consideration of Memorial, the 
Secretary of State for the Colonies, with 
out prooiedin-j to arbitration, whioh he 
had suggested, made certain recommon- 
datioas to tho Dominion Government, re 
lative to the eonst ruction of the Hail way, 
whioh recommendations have been agreed 
to and accepted by the Dominion Gov- 
ernment. I have not yet received the 
despatches containing these recommen- 
dations, but immediately on their arriral

You are, no doubt, aware that during 
last Session the Dominion Parliament 
passed an Act authorizing the payment 



to this Province of a sum not exeeedin { 
$250,000, to aid in tho construction of a 
Dock at Esquiinalt. It is gratifying to 
me to be able to state that siuee I last had 
the pleasure of meeting you. the Imperial 
authorities hnvf. agreed to contribute a 
further snni of £50,000 to wards thin work, 
and I shall, therefore, submit for your 
approval a measure to authorize the irn 
mediate construction of this important 
werk. The correspondence on »ho aub- 
jeet will be laid before you. 

The policy of opening up the interior 
4)f this Country by the construction of 
Roads, bfts already yielded good results. 
A large extent of land formerly neglected 
from want of means of access is now eag- 
erly sought /or by intending [Settlers. 
The faoilitiiis of communication, even 
sow provided, will enable producers in a 
portion of the interior to avail thomasl-

The steamship North Pacific with the 
cabin passengers of the Los Angeles 
steamship arrived at her wharf at seven 
o'elook yesterday morning. The steerage 
passengers (about 65 in number) were 
j left behind nt Astoria. We givn the 
names of all the passengers elsewhere. 
The disaster ooenrred at 7 o'clock iu the 
evening, and the first impression of those 
'on board was that the steamer had struck 
a rock, a heary shock accompanying the 
breaking of the shaft. Chief Engineer 
Hntton had his hand on ttie throttle 
valvo and stopped the engine instantly, 
otherwise the damage to the machinery 
and ship would have been vory great and 
might have been accompanied by sorioiu 
loss of life. Tho passengers wore great 
ly alarmed by tho inoideut at flrnt, but 
no panio ooenrred. Tho conduct of ttie 
ladies was admirable. Capt. Sholl, 1st 
officer Lyons and other officers behaved 
with great coolness, and as soon as dav 
dawned on the helpless ship Capt. Jeff 
Howell went ashore with four seamen aud 
earried the news to Astoria. No wind pre- 
vailed at tho time, or the disabled steam- 
er would hare been driven eu a bold 
shore, where the surf always runs high, 
and tho consequences must have been 
fearful. The expenses from Astoria to 
Victoria of tho passengers who arrived 
yesterday, were borne by themselves; 
but we boliove that they will make a 
claim for a refund on the steamship com- 
panp.

Mr. JiUK's Deans, who went from hero 
with Capt. McDonald's Indians, returned 
from San Fiauoisoo yesterday. The 
A/t't gives the following account of the 
recent exhibition of the company at Piatt's 
Hall: 

"A little after eight o'clock Captain 
McDonald walked to the centre of the 
hall, and in a few words gave his theory 
of training the Indians, aud bis motive 
for it. He said he would tirst show them 
in their native condition, and afterwards 
as trained soldiers. Blowing upon his 
whistle, eleven gaudily trapped young 
Indians flash* d out of a t/n\e door and ex- 
ecuted some of their native war songs 
aud dances. They retired, and in a few 
minutes reappeared in the Zouave dress 
designed for them by the (Japtuin, and. 
marching to tho middle of the hall, wenl 
through a long series of exercises, lasting 
up to half past iiino o'clock. 

THE IK DRESS 

Is mostly of white cloth, trimmed with 
scarlet, and finished oil with numberless 
bead ornaments, the shape of a heart on 
the breast and shoves. They wear a close 
fitting red velvet cap, ornamented with 
oagla feather. Their movements were 
executed with the most perfect unisou. 
The marching v?as even and steady, and 
the wheelings remarkably good. The 
manual of nruis showed alertness and 
oorroctness. All the lunges and purrios 
with the bayonet wore executed admira- 
blp. and this part was diversified by 
gymnastics, lhe skirmish drill and the 
defence of the flig were pioturssqae. 
Many of the exercises were made in re- 
sponse to the piping of a whistle, and 
though long, intricate, and constantly 
changing, wo ditl not notice a halt or a 
miss. Jt was indeed remarkable to seo 
to what a high degree of pertection Capt. 
McDonald had brought these Indians. 

The applause of the audience was of 
the most liberal nature; the critice in 
military mat torn who were present were 
unqualified iu their praise, and tho train- 
ed Indians may lie considered a succoas.
